A 
communication has been tent by Edhem 
PiHha to the Or«ek oommander, in- 
formiiv him that those tiictid will be 
■topped by force, if necessary. 

The Tnrkiih troops are now centered 
in Tery strong force %t Gteren* and the 
insnrgenta hare little dianoe of adranc- 
ing further. 

Seyfcollah Boy, the officor who was 
sent by Edhem Piish.a to Krania with 
instmotions to asceirtain the exact situa- 
tion in that lociditji is an az-attacho of 
tha Turkish ambawy at Athens. He 
declared that he recognized among the 
insurgents near Krania, and between 
that town and the border, several 
Greek officers whom lie had met pre- 
Tiously at Athens. He also asserted 
that the Greek troops in the frontier 
Buide no attempt whatar^ topir^ent 
inoundons upon Turkish territory. 

RAIDfRS RETURN. 

Oaljr B Few of Them HnTe RerroMed the 
Frontier Into Greek Territory. 

LORDOV, April IS.— The Athens cor- 
respondent of The Times says that ac- 
cording to a member of the Ethnike 
Hetaiiia, the insurgents who have re- 
tuned across the frontier are only those 
who were nnable to follow their more 
active companions. They left a guard 
at Tarions posts just within the frontier. 
At Doayaai th«y were attacked hf an 
overwhelming force of Turks and re- 
treated. The band will be reformed 
with newly arrived volonteers. 

AooQKding to the news from Kalam- 
liak»,the ho^tal there ia entMlyin- 
adequate for the great nombsr of 
wonnded. 

It is stated that the Torks, who fol- 
lowed the retiring invaders, threatened 
to cross the frontier into Ghreek terri- 
toi7. and the news haa had a dispiriting 
eftaot In Athens. Goniosso, the prind- 
pkl organizer of the raid, had an aodi- 
enoe with King George yeaterday.

In view of the dai\|;eirods podtion aa- 
snmed \u Greeoe, the qnestion is re- 
iterated, whether she does not count 
upon some power coming to hor support 
at the crucial moment. 

The situation is regarded here as an- 
alogous to the time when Servia attack- 
ed Turkey in 1876, when Russia and 
Great Britain saved defeated Serria 
fgtuik annihilation.

Foomod to have boon at the niorcy of a 
band of incendiaries last ninlit. I?' - 
twccn it o'clock la.st iiiKht and 1 o'clock 
tliis morning seven fires broke out in 
tho very business center of the city. At 
least four and probably all of these fires 
were of incendiary origin. 

While the majority of the blazes were 
extinguished in their incipienoy, two of 
them resulted in heavr damagea. The 
big 6-stary Soarritt block, in Walnut 
street, near Ninth, was destroyed, en- 
tailing a loss of 160,000, and from this 
structure the flunea mread to an ad- 
joinine structure in ' tfain street, also 
owned by the Scarritt estate, and occu- 
pied by the Campbell and Eaton Crock- 
ery companr. 

The bniUung on Matn atreet waa dam- 
aged to the extent of tlO.OOO and the 
crockery stocks suffered an equal dam- 
age. Only by a very narrow margin 
were other adjoining building saved 
from di strnction. 

It wa.s while this dangerous fire 
was raping tliat the torcli wai> applied 
in various other parts of the bosiaess 
district.

A Man, HU Wife and Adopted Daughter 
Murdered by a Maniac. 

Parcouoa, R. I., April 16. — A horri- 
ble tiugedy was enacted early yesterday 
morning at the home of Edward Rey«- 
nolds, on the Eliaha Bfatthewaon FUwe, 
near »weethill, in the town U Oak- 
land. 

Mi-s. Reynolds, her hnsband and an 
mlopted daughter, Servilla, wore bru- 
tally murdered and the house was then 
set on fire, presumably to cover the 
crime. 

Martin Mowry, the liired man, em- 
ployed by the Reynolds, wlio is un- 
doubtedly a raving maniac, was found 
hiding in a barn no^ir ( )akland and at 
once was p!ac(>d under arrest. 

Mown' wa.s at once brought into court 
charged with the murder of all three 
persons, and uixm advice of his co^lIl^('l 
he pleaded nor pnilty. He wan then 
coramitti'd to jail vs itliout l^ail, to await 
the preliminary trial on Aphl 21.

GLOOMY FOR FLOOD SUFFERERS. 



Tho River Continnea to Rlewljr Rise nt 
VIokahars and All PoInU South and tho 
SItnatloB Along the Lontohuia Sjratom of 
I.OVM* la Aeat«-«Boparta From tho 
"verllowed Flacoa. 

MEMPHIS, April 15.— The river con- 
tinues to slowly rise at Vicksburg and 
at all points south and the situation 
along the Louisiana aystem of levees i.s 
acute. The waters are being hurled 
gulfward with tremendous force, and 
several thous'and men are working and 
watchint; night and day in one grand 
elTort to bold the embankments int:u't. 

Reports from the overflowed Missis- 
sippi delta are not encouraging. The 
expected fall in the waters that extend 
for miles and miles over the fertile val- 
ley has not occurred. Miuiy well known 
punters express the fear that the yellow 
stream will not recede until June— too 
late to plant this year's crop. 

Much suffering still exists in the Sun- 
flower and Rogue Pbalia country where 
hundreds of negroes have deserted their 
cabins and are huddled on high grounds 
and the railroad tracks. Manr cabins 
are submerged to their very roofs, while 
s(;veral have been swept from their 
foundations and carried away by the 
swift current. 

On a plantation 10 miles west of Hel- 
ena Sylvester Sanders, a colored tenant, 
his vdfe and five children, were over- 
whelmed by the current and all per- 
ished. 

Near Greenville reeterday two ne- 
groes were drowned in an attempt to 

reach dry land. 

Word reached 'Vicksburg that many 
negroes were in imminent peril at Davis 
island, where the break in a private 
levee had occurred, and assistance asked 
for. A relief steamer was immediately 
dispatched to the island. 

At Rosedale the work of relief con- 
tinues. Rations are being sent to the 
Sanflower district. 

At Green\'ille the river stands sta- 
tionary. 

Throughout the overflowed area there 
has been a heavy nviufall during the 
post 24 hours. At Heh na the down- 
I)onr was of such vuilrnce that great 
pumps were put to work in the lower 
l)art of the city. Tlie water gained so 
rapidly that the pumps had to be dis- 
cdiitiniied on account of <^ving belts 
lufoming Koakt*d and unmanageable. 
The whole of the sontlieru jmu-i of He- 
lena is underwater from one to four 
feet deep, ai.d tliose who had provided 
themselves with boats were fortunate. 

At Memphis the river is stationary. 
As the river is falhug at Cairo, and as 
tlie rainfall throughout the territory 
draining into the Missi.ssippi at Mem- 
phis and above has been heavy, the lo- 
cal observer jiredicts that daring the en- 
sning 24 hoars there ^vi^ prohfMjbe a 
slight rise at this point.

The Wel- 
come will start down the river and she 
will be gone about a week. Mr. Sea- 
man will distribute the supplies to the 
overflowed iieople in need of thern. 
This relief expedition is entirely iinK - 
dependent of tne local relief committee. 

Nearly Fifty Feet at Cairo. 

Caiko, Ills., April 15.— The crest of 
the present rise has probiibly been 
reached here, and tomorrow will likely 
see a fall in the river. Tho gauge now 
reads 49.8 feet, showing only a slight 
rise during tiie post 24 hours.

It was followed 
by a vote which served as a test of 
strength of the various elements of the 
senate. The vote occurred on a motion 
by Mr. Morrill fRej)., Vt ), chairman of 
the coniniittoe on tiiianee, to refer a res- 
olution by Mr. Vest, one of the Demo- 
cratic members of that committee. 
This mode the issue between represen- 
tatives of the two leading elements in 
the senate. 

Aside from this, the resolution was in 
tlie natnre of a criticism of Secretary 
(ia;;e, and declared illegal his recent or- 
der relative to goods imported after 
April 1, when, according to the retroac- 
tive clause of the pending Dingley bill, 
the new tariff rates are to apply. 

Mr. Morrill's motion prevailed by tlie 
dose vote of 24 to i^. The afflrmativo 
vote was given by Republicans, iiu kul- 
ins one silver Republioan, Mr. Mantle 
of Montana. The negative vote was 
made up of Democrats, Populists and 
two silver Republicans, Pettigrcw of 
South Dakota and Cannon of Utah. 

The formal consideration of the In ■ 
dian appropriation bill was then pro- 
ceeded with. 

The committee amendment opening 
the Uncompaghre Indian reaervation to 
public entry led to a long contest. A 
point of order waa made against it by 
Mr. Jones of Arkansas, and pending 
the decision the senate, at 6 p. m., went 
into executive session and soon after ad- 
journed. 

BALLOTIN G FOR siNATOR. 

Ths Contsst In Keatnckj Has XoC Tot 
Been Decided. 
FiJANiCFORT, Ky., April 15.— Taiter- 
day was an exciting day in the legisla- 
ture, which adjourned at S p. m. with 
the senatorial fight still pending. Seven 
ballots were taken for United States 
senator, making 4"J ballots that have 
been taken at tlie present extra session. 
The vote in some of the ballots was 
changed by temporary pain, but none 
of the changes of the day were mate- 
rial. 

Dr. Hunter, the Republican nominee, 
held 61 votes and the field had 68. The 
field had just the required number for 
election, but the Blackburn men, the 
gold Democrats and the bolting Repnb- 
licans could not unite on anybody. 

Ex-SecretaiT Oarliale arrived at his 
home in Ooftngton yesterday, and his 
presence in the state caused some com- 
ment on hia name as a compromise can- 
didate, bat he secured no Totea. 

BOUND HAND A ND FOOT. 

TbS Tletlm Was Then Thrown V|MaaPIIe 
of Blazing Beams. 

Kane;, Pa., April 15.— Last night as a 
Philadelphia and Erie railroad train was 
passing out from' Johnsonburg, the 

trainmen were horrified to find the body 
of a man lying on a pile of burning ties 
near the railroad track. The train wa.^ 
stopped and a brakeinan succeeded iu 
puUiug the man from his awful posi- 
tion. His olothing was in flamea. and 
almost the entire body was badly 
burned. 

The man is very reticent concerning 
the affair, but says tliat a number of 
men with whom he was tramping bound 
him hand and foot and threw him upon 
the fire to get rid of him. The injured 
mm will not divulge the names of his 
enemies. 

A Telegraphar^ Bloador Causes a Wreok.

Thrtrnjih an er- 
rfir of the telegraph oponitor at Ivosier, 
the eastlK)nnd train wa^^ iii t held and 
tho wri'ck rt>siilteil after it had left the 
station. Tlie siciie of the disaster is 
260 miles west of San Antonio . 

Btriko of Caaaeka. 

Cornwall, Ont., April 15.- Yesterday 
morning the Canadian colored coition 
coiiHttiuies started work after a week of 
idleness. A few minutes after work 
was begun the foreman announced to 
the speeders that there would be a fur- 
ther cut in their wages. The workmen, 
80 or 40 in number, refused to accept 
the reduction and left the building. In 
consequence of the action of the smkors 
the mill management oloaed the mill 
down for an Indefinite period, thus 
throwing between TOO and 800 hands 
ont of employment. 

Tragedy at a Table. 

Chicago, April 15.— While seated at 
the breakfast table yesterday morning, 
Matthias Duster, M yean old, was shot 
and instantly killed b7 John Formiller, 
his father-iu-law. Before the body had 
fallen from the chair Formiller pliu ed 
thoweaixm to his own temple and fired. 
He was removed to St. Elizabeth's hos- 
pital, but died five minntcij after hia ar- 
rival there. The shooting was the re- 
sult of a quarrel which arose daring the 
mondngmeaL

What the Kentaeky Seetlei ef tbe Weather 
Bireaa Says of the Ontlook— ]tl 
Weekly Report. 

[For week eudlDg April 12th.] 

The crop season of 1807 opened under 
not wholly favorable auapiees. The win- 
ter was practically devoid of protracted 
cold spells and the ground was bare of 
pnow during the greater part of the time. 
The ppring wos characterized by higher 
temperature than usual and by an 
amount of precipitation so excessive aa 
to cause overflows in all the smaller 
streams and dangerous floods in tbe 
larger ones. Except in the extreme 
western counties of tbe State tbe waters 
had fallen to an ordinary stage by April 
1. Considerabio ilainnjie waa done by 
the water overilowiog tbe lowlanda and 
by the heavy raina waahing out the aoil 
on the hillsides, and the land was left in 
poor condition for early plowing, which at 
the date of this report is still very back- 
ward, in common with all other forms of 
farm work. Warm sunshine is needed 
to stimulate the growth of vegetation, 
and, despite the drawbacks experienced 
thus far, reports from correspondents are 
not generally discouraging in tone. The 
conditions of the past week presented a 
continuance of the un/avorable charac- 
teristics of several prectMliii>,' ones. The 
weather was cold and wet, with a very 
small percentage of a'nnahine. Arm 
work could not he prosecuted, and is 
from two to three weeks behind tbe 
iusual season. Froat was qnite general on 
the 10th, inflicting some damage to fruit, 
though it is yet too early to give an ac- 
cunte «eti««te ol ihi MtwMt.

PniiTLAND, Ind,, April 15.— Jnst nt 
tliiH timo, when Indiana crude oil is pro- 
iiif? down at a rate that i.s crcatinK con 
fitoriiation among the producers, and 
mmors of immense oombinationa are 
n.riug thick and fast, a resame of the 
Kcneral work for last month may not 
prove nninteraitiiig. 

ThP nhipments for March wore the 
hoaviost of tlio yc;ir. hut tlioy were still 
mat^h bolow the runs. The runs were 
a few hundred barrels bolow tlu^ Keb- 
rniiry average, and over 7,0(K) liarn ls ti 
(liiy 111 0X0088 of the Janu:uy avcrasro 
J.'tnuary was an nnfavorable month for 
oil oporatioiiR, and the cold weather 
checked production to acch an extent 
that the runs declined to 80,000, whitjh 
were the lowest recorded since March 
18Wi. 

NotwithstAuding there has been a great 
decrease in the amount of new opera- 
tions, and that the number of wells 
completed in the last three months has 
greatly fallen off, prodnction has been 
maintained in the most remarkable man- 
ner. The oatpnt for Febmary and 
March was as great or greater than any 
month of the preoedins yaar, with the 
oxcoptiun uf April and June. 

The pipe line roiis arenged 08,90fl 
barrels a day ia Maroh, ftdeorense of 29: 
barrels from th* aTcnseof Febmary 
The shipments averaited a little better 
than for a year past, bat were still be 
low tha record mad* in 1894 and the 
early part of 1895, when tiiey frequently 
amounted to over 100,000 bairels daily 
ThaaT«nff*pKod«otioB for Maiohwas 
SB,ftUI baneli, or 8,618 barrelB lest than 
Febmaiy. 

It is now stated that a big pool of oil 
haa bean opanad np ia the Ohio Held, 
near tha ladiaaa line, and that a large 
gasser was drilled in. Capitalists are 
negotiating for it, in order to supply 
Dtx-ator and Fbrt Wajaa with aatotal 
gas. 

Operators residing hwa are doing 
practical^ nothing mora thaa pumping 
their wells, and the proipeots for any 
new work imtil tha aiarket becomes 
firmer and the weather conditions grow 
more favorable are very poor. The Na- 
tional Supply company has found busi- 
ness here so bad that it is moving its 
Rtore away, and the same thin^ will be 
done with several other o^ its brauch 
houses.
